SHERLOCK HOLMES ON THE AIR 


On the radio as well as in the other media,Sherlock Holmes 
has been one of the most enduring detectives. The first Sherlock 
Holmes series broadcast in the United States was The Adventure of 
the Speckled Band on October 20,1930.Holmes was portrayed by the 
American actor that generation most associated with the role-William 
Gillette-who had beer playing that role since 1899.When he left New 
York to go on tour as the great detective,the British actor Clive 
Brook,a cinema Holmes,assumed the role for the duration of that first 
season. The role of Holmes'able associate,Dr.Watson,was enacted by 
Leigh Lovell,anottnew British-born actor who had been on the New York 
stage since 1918. He continued in that role until nis death in 1935. 
The format-generally retained in future years-was one in which Dr. 
Watson was coaxed into reciting another of the pair's adventures 
by the announcer. During the first years,that was Joseph Bell who 
seems to have been especially persistant in plugging the sponsor's 
product since “the one more cup of G.Washington Coffee was frequently 
mentioned in contemporary reviews. 

Between 1930 to 1943,the scripts were written exclusively by 
Edith Meiser who had the approval of the Conan Doyle estate. Miss Meiser 
was a rormer actress who had also written for several major Broadway 
Revues during the 1920's. She wrote at least 104 original radio scripts, 
many of which were repeated several times through the sreies’ long 
runse Some were drawn faithfully from the original stories and others 
were pastiches based [very loosely at times] on incidents or characters 
in them. The only complaint (a perennial one) was that of armchair 
detectives who felt that insufficient detail was revealed in the 
course of the broadcast to enable them to solve the mystery at homeo 

At the beginning of the second season,Clive Brooks was replaced by 
Connecticutt-born Richard Gordon,who later acted in many of radio's 
daytime serials. When tne series returned for a brief run in 1935, 
the title role was played vy the English actor Louis Hector,who 
played Holmes arch-enemy,Professor iloriarty,in subsequent runs of the 
series. The following year,Gordon returned in the lead.The 1936 
programs,however,may have been previously recorded transcriptions 
since Leigh Lovell (who had died in August,1935) was advertised as 
playing Dr. Watson. At the end of that year,the program went off the 
air until 1939. 

Sherlock Holmes also appeared on the air outside of the series 
broadcastse On November 18,1935,William Gillette(then in his eighties) 
returned to make his final appearance as Holmes in a Lux Radio Theatre 
dramatization of his stage play. Orson Welles' Mercury Theatre presented 
a one hour Sherlock Holmes on September 25,1938,starring Welles in 
the lead with Ray Collins as Dre Watson. 

In 1939,on the strength of their movie roles,Holmes and Watson 
returned in a series format portrayed by Bsil Rathbone and Nigel 
Bruce respectively. To those over thirty,this team is probably the 
best remembered for those roles in which they continued to act on the 
screen and on the air until 1946. At the latter date,Rathbone 
refused to continue as Holmes and he was replaced on the radio 
by Tom Conway,the British actor who had been playing The Falcon in the 
movies. It is somewhat ironic that Rathbone's next radio role was that 
of Inspector Burke of Scotland Yard in that short-lived series in 
wnicn he was a Holmes-like detective. Together with his friend,Nigel 
Bruce,they were perfect in their depictions of Conan Doyle's pair 
with just the right balance to the characters. 
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That balance was notably lacking the following season when 
Bruce continued as Watson to Conway's Holmes. As one critic noted, 
(and he attributed this fault mainly to tne director,not the actors) 
Watson was in fact becoming the dominant character. As a result, 
both were replaced the following year by John Stanley as Holmes and 
Alfred Shirley as Watson.Reviews and ratings for the 1947-48 season 
did not improve and they were in turn replaced by Ben Wright (who 
often portrayed Englishmen in various radio roles) in the title 
role and Eric Snowden as the ubiquitous Watson. They continued in 
the series for the next two seasons until it left the air in 1950. 
Ian Martin is also supposed to have played the role of Watson but 
the dates of his role are not available. 

During the 1943 season,other writers were hired to script the 
program in addition to Miss Meiser., Particularly notable among 
them were Bruce Taylor [Leslie Charteris], Dennis Green,and Anthony 
Boucher.They tended to concentrate on the untold Holmes stories 
to which Dr. Watson referred in in the original tales. In many of 
them,Professor Moriarty or his henchmen were behind the villainy 
depicted and he assumed a much wider role as a master criminal than 
in the Conan Doyle stories. For one who was introduced to Sherlock 
Holmes via the radio,the Writings present a slight disappointment 
due to the fact he is so seldom mentioned. Later script writers 
included hiax Ehrlich,Leonard Lee;and Howard Merrill. 

Holmes left the air in 1950,possibly because the public could 
no longer be satisfied with anything less than the models established 
by Rathbone and Bruce. In 1955,however,he returned for a brief net- 
work run in a series produced in London by Harry Allen Towers. 

Sir John Gielgud played the great detective with Sir Ralph Richardson 
as Watson. The stories were faithful to the originals, the acting 
outstanding,and they were well recieved critically. By that time, 
however, network radio itself was declining and no new programs were 
produced after that year. The Gielgud-Richardson series still 
continues in syndication in the U.S. through Charles michelson, Inc., 
45 West 45TH Street, New York,N.Y.10036. Holmes 'popularitv on the 
airwaves is also undiminished overseas. In the United Kingdom,the 
BBC periodically produces short series starring Carleton Hobbs as 
Holmes and Norman Shelly as Watson;in South Africa,they are por- 
trayed by Robert Langford and Kenneth Baker. 

Today,outside the Gielgud series and a few transcriptions and 
home recordings of the Rathbone-Bruce series,there appears to 
be no other copies of the series which have survived-at least not 
outside of network vaults. One can,however,continue hopeful that 
some Holmes devotee who had a home recorder will eventually come 
forward with recordings of his favorite detective so that they 
might again be enjoyed by fans of radio and to be assured of per- 
manent preservation for posterity.

For the Holmes specialist,it is noted that no attempt was made to 
assign titles to shows based on descriptions.This was due to the fact 
that some of the pastiches contained dialogue almost verbatim from 
the Writings.
